Fig. 1 is a front view of the present invention.

Fig. 5 is a longitudinal sectional view of the present invention 
taken along the line A-A in Fig. 1. 

Claim: 

A structure of a pacifier with a whistle and a bell, including 
a flange member 2 having a circular hole 3, and an elongated nipple 
rubber member 1 fitted in the circular hole 3, wherein: 

one end of a handle 4 is inserted into the rubber member 1 through 
the circular hole 3; 

the other end of the handle 4 is fixed in a groove 7 of a bell 
member 10; 

an inside of the bell member is separated by a whistle sound 
generating plate 6; 

a small hole 5 is formed in the bell member 10 and a bell ball 
member 8 larger than the small hole 5 is included in the bell member 
10; and 

a blowing slot is formed in an end of the bell member 10. 
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
